AN AMERTOAN PROFESSOR ON - 
THE SITUATION, / 

Thia morning wo had a vialt from the 
Rev, Clay MaoCauloy, Prasident and Pro 
fessor, of Theology, Senshin Guakin, Tokyo, 
who tock exception to the. exaggerated 
statemont contained in o letter wo repro- 
duoed ‘last night from the Singapore Pres 
Presa. Tho letter proferses to have boon 
written by an English gantleman in Manila, 
and isdated 14th Deo. It is there stated 
“that the iguorance of the American autho- 
ition is awful,’ « the administration is rot- 
ten,’ ‘ Robberies and murders are of night- 
ly occurrences hore and-no ono is safe,’ *the 
filthy language the Americans uso is fright- 
ful! Mr MacCauley gives an emphatic 
denial to the statement that the administia= 
tion is rotten, apd “speaks highly, of the 
work accomplished by General Otis, General 
Hughea and General Reaves. Ho is con- 
vinoed that if any irregularities exist, either 
in the customs or in other departments, tha 
representation of the facta to-General Oris 
will bring about a roady remedy,” Ho 
speaks highly of General Otis as an admini- 
atrator, and praises him for the. mannor in 
hwhich he.is filling a doticate and difficult 
position, Dissensions are prevalent in the 
native eoimeils, but Aguinaldostill remains. 
“at tho hoad of affairs and is doing all ho 
can to prevent an outbreak of hostilities. 
Tho day bofora the Esmeralda. left Manila 
Aguinaldo had visited several of the out- 
posts, and in patriotic speeches addressed to 
his men advised thom to refrain, from ony.

States are toadopt in the Philippine Islands 
it is nonsénse toassumo that the Americans 
intend to subjugate the Filipinos or to con- 
trol the internal affairs uf the country. 
The policy that will probably be adopted 
will recognise the complete autonomy of 
the Islands, Jeaying the adniiniatration of 
the. country entirely ta the Filipinos, the 
TUnitod States moroly. guaranteeing national 
independence and receiving in exchange a 
‘coaling station and other advantages agreed 
upon between the Filipino Government and 
tho United States Government. It is now 
almost definitely settled that Subig is une
